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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims introduce a new concept that was not previously indicated within the claim, in 
that software configuration is now introduced. The examiner believes that the new limitation would place a burden on the examiner requiring 
a new search, and for this reason the amendment has not been entered. 

The applicant argued that the rejection under 35 USC 103 do not disclose a burn rack, because a burn rack is a rack where assemebled 
computer systems are placed for testing. On page 9 of the applicants arguments, the applicant indicates and acknowledges that Raj 
discloses switching routers for testing (equivalent to computer systems for testing). Furthermore, the examiner has made clear that the 
switing routers/computer systems are not merely placed on the floor or being held by a human being, as they are on a shelf or rack of some 
sort for support, where this shelf or rack is equivalent to a burn rack as broadely interpretted by the examiner. 



The applicant argued with respect to the combination of references. It would have been obvious to one of the ordianry skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was disclosed to modify the method as disclosed by Chan, as taught by Raj, since stated in the abstract, that such a 
modificaiton would perform testing across different network topologies. 
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
